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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the combination of 
references does not teach a plurality of microsequencers. A microsequencer, by definition, is a part of the control unit of a CPU. It 
generates the addresses used to step through the microprogram of a control store. With that said, the Instruction Generator (fig. 14, ref. 
num 334) represents the CPU. A part of the control unit of the CPU would be the global rotation address generators (384, 386), which load 
or shift data for their register files. This represents the plurality of microsequencers. Applicant also argues that the combination of 
references does not teach a programmable combinational logic module. The SVP 102 of Ohara represents the programmable 
combinational logic module. Column 7, lines 4-21 of Ohara, shows that the Instruction Generator 128 feeds the SVP 102 microinstructions 
which controls seven fundamental gating and ALU functions. Therefore, the SVP generates control signals.
